You all may like this email better than the boring paper I usually send. But don't 
get used to it!! 

We have been trying to figure out a way to enhance our street tree wells and 
avoid the dirty-ness and costs associated with them (the rain washes the tree 
well dirt onto the sidewalk / gutters). 

Lara Saab reported that the City of West Hollywood had used a pebble / epoxy 
covering that she found very attractive. An example is on Santa Monica 
Boulevard in front of their city hall. Gilbert (from Clean Streets), Derryl, and I 
have all inspected the installation. And all of us think it holds advantages for 
WTC BID. I'll send photos in separate emails too. 

I contacted the staff at West Hollywood and they shared their "formula." I've 
asked Derryl to cost out an installation and will hopefully have that before the 
WBIA Board meeting next Thursday. I'd suggest that we try a couple of "test 
installations" in different "colors" for the Board to consider. WeHo has used a 
gold color. I'd probably prefer something a little darker. Board members may 
have other thoughts too. (Karen Dial is the "master" of color selection. She has 
painted up some very nice, modern frontages. Has everyone noticed?) 

The Xeripave website is also interesting. I'm seeing this an a block product. I've 
got a call into these folks and requested samples. I think we may be better
